Friday morning. January 18. A 
quiet morning at the ICC Belden 
Center. People thinking about 
weekend plans. Until...an ICC 
ALERT. 

Although it was only a test of 
ICC’s emergency procedures, the 
almost two hour drill and debrief¬ 
ing involved an active shooter and 
hostage situation as well as the ar¬ 
rival of SWAT personnel. 

COLLABORATION 

ICC’s emergency management 
team participated in the drill which 
was a collaboration with the Tupelo 
Police Department. 

“Practice is what we need,” said 
ICC Dean of Students Dr. Brad 
Boggs. “The only way we get better 
and learn is to practice an event like 
this. We’re not perfect, but we want 
to expose our holes and gaps (in 
our system). We are able to miti¬ 
gate that and move forward.” 

Boggs urged all participants to

take the drill seriously and react as 
they would in the event of an emer¬ 
gency. 

SKILL PRACTICE 

As the situation unfolded, 
hostage negotiators, including ICC 
Campus Police Chief Ricky Brasel 
practiced their skills in pleading for 
the release of hostages. “If you 
come out,” one said, “we’re not 
going to hurt you. It’s only a distur¬ 
bance. That’s all you’ve done. I 
want you to come out. I want you to 
be okay.” 

Boggs said that training faculty 
and staff is key in any type of Col¬ 
lege emergency. 

ADDITIONAL DRILLS 

With that in mind, additional 
drills are planned for Feb. 18 at 
both the Fulton and Tupelo cam¬ 
puses. 

The mock safety training exer¬ 
cises will be conducted in coordina¬ 
tion with the Fulton and Tupelo 
Police Department as well as the 



Itawamba County Sheriff s Depart¬ 
ment, Boggs said. 

The Fulton Campus drill is 
scheduled for 8-11:30 a.m. at the 
Boggs Humanities Building, and at 
the Tupelo Campus at the Student 
Support Center from 12:30-3 p.m. 

TRAINING EXERCISE 
The event is only a training exer¬ 
cise, which will involve the majority 
of ICC’s faculty and staff at all loca¬ 
tions. The normal operation of the 
facilities will not be disrupted since 
classes won’t meet on Feb. 18 due 
to Presidents’ Day,” Boggs said. 

During the debriefing, ICC Pres¬ 
ident Dr. Jay Allen expressed ap¬ 
preciation to all participants, 
including Major Anthony Hill and 
the Tupelo Police Department. “We 
hope this will be a learning experi¬ 
ence. We have found things to work 
on and we appreciate our continued 
partnership.”

Britt-Begnaud discusses 
student struggles 
with college during presentation

This year’s recipient of ICC’s 
Mississippi Humanities Council 
Teacher Award is Anna Britt-Beg¬ 
naud, chairman of the Communi¬ 
cation Division. 

As a requirement for receiving 
the award, Begnaud presented 
“When Life Gives You Lemons, 
Make Lemon Meringue Pie: Suc¬ 
cess in Less than Ideal Circum¬ 
stances, Jan. 15, in the W.O. 
Benjamin Fine Arts Center audito¬ 
rium at the Fulton Campus. 
PERSONAL STRUGGLES 
Begnaud spoke about her per¬ 
sonal struggles with college in less 
than ideal circumstances. While 
listing obstacles that are out of 
students’ control such as high lev¬ 
els of anxiety, roommate issues, 
poor food choices and sleep depri¬ 
vation, Begnaud described all of 
the interruptions students face 
while attending college. “You can 
do anything for two years,” Beg¬ 
naud said. “She then transitioned 
into a recipe for meringue and 
listed all the things that can go 
wrong in the process of making 
the meringue such as humidity 
and stirring speed. After compar¬ 
ing the two very long lists of how 
difficult meringue is to make and 
how many problems students 
have that are out of their control, 
Begnaud made a clear statement, 
“Meringue is hard, so is college.” 

EVALUATE WHAT WORKS 
Begnaud then showed a video 
clip from a British baking show in 


which one of the contestants had 
failed at making baked Alaska. 
The contestant threw the entire 
dish into the garbage rather than 
letting the judges taste his food, 
because he was so disappointed in 
himself. However, the cake and 
meringue part of his dish were sal¬ 
vageable; the judge informed the 
contestant that he could have 
tested the pieces that worked, i.e., 
the cake and meringue. Begnaud 
used the clip to explain that fail¬ 
ures don’t define us as people, we 
need to use the pieces that work. 
Much like the baking contestant, 
students tend to torpedo them¬ 
selves. Students miss assignments 
and class, plagiarize or drop 
classes. She encouraged all stu¬ 
dents in the audience to talk to 
their instructors if something 
doesn’t go as planned. Though 
students may not have the family 
support they once had in high 
school due to living on campus, 
Begnaud said that “Students are 
not alone.. Your instructors are 
your support system.” 

SUCCESS 

According to Begnaud, success 
is not just about getting an A. 
Grades are not indicators of future 
job performance; the skills 
learned from overcoming a diffi¬ 
cult course are often more benefi¬ 
cial than the straight A’s so many 
students strive for. Begnaud’s final 
advice was, “When life gives you 
lemons, make lemon meringue 
pie. And when you fail because 
meringue is hard, use some of 


your lemons to make lemon 
squares instead. The world doesn’t 
end, and it’s going to be okay.” 

THE AWARD 

Dr. Stuart Rockoff, executive 
director of the Mississippi Hu¬ 
manities Council, introduced Beg¬ 
naud at the presentation. “The 
goal of the Council is to bring the 
insights of the humanities to the 
larger public,” said Rockoff. The 
teacher recipients, like Mrs. Beg¬ 
naud, show what the Council per¬ 
ceives as individuals who share 
and exhibit the goals of the Coun¬ 
cil. 

Begnaud will be honored at the 
Mississippi Humanities Public 
Humanities Awards Ceremony, 
Apr. 5. The event will be at the Old 
Capitol Museum in Jackson. 

Among other special award re¬ 
cipients are Patti Carr Black, inno¬ 
vative interpreter of Mississippi’s 
rich history and culture, Cora Nor¬ 
man award; Winterville Mounds, 
creator of outstanding “Native 
American Days” program; Missis¬ 
sippi Today, essential partner for 
“People, Politics and the Press” 
summit, creators of “Beautiful Ag¬ 
itators” program, Humanities 
Partner award; Dr. Stephanie 
Rollph, groundbreaking scholar 
committed to public humanities; 
and Dr. Brinda Willis, independ¬ 
ent scholar of African American 
history and culture and member 
of the MHC speakers bureau, Hu¬ 
manities Educator award. ( Chief¬ 
tain staff writer Katie Metts 
contributed to this story.)

President Allen to receive 
PTK Paragon Award

Itawamba Community College 
President Dr. Jay Allen has been 
selected as a recipient of Phi Theta 
Kappa’s Paragon Award for New 
Presidents. 

The awards are given to new 
college presidents who have 
shown strong support of student 
success by recognizing academic 
achievement, leadership and serv¬ 
ice among high-achieving stu¬ 
dents at their college. Recipients 
were nominated by students on 
their campus. 

“It is an honor to be nominated 
by our students for this award,” 
Allen said. “It is most rewarding 
to watch students succeed as they 
grow in leadership and academics 
during their participation in the 
PTK organization.” 

Allen became ICC’s seventh 
president on July 1, 2017 after 
serving as president and chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer of Hopkinsville 
Community College in Kentucky 
since January 2014. A native Mis- 



sissippian, he has served in sev¬ 
eral leadership positions at Hinds 
Community College and as a sen¬ 
ior-level administrator for Missis¬ 
sippi Gulf Coast Community 
College - Perkinston and the 
George County Center - for a com¬ 
bined total of 23 years. He earned 
the associate’s degree in May 1991 
from Hinds Community College, 
the bachelor’s degree in 1993 and 
the master’s degree in 1995, both 
from Mississippi State University; 
and the doctorate in higher edu¬ 
cation administration from the 
University of Mississippi in 2009. 
His educational experience in¬ 


cludes such areas as both aca¬ 
demic and career and technical 
education, student services, insti¬ 
tutional development, informa¬ 
tion technology, business services, 
athletics, workforce and other 
non-credit areas. Dr. Allen and his 
wife, Belinda, have two daughters, 
Emma Grace, 15; and Mollianne, 
11. 

Allen is one of 25 new presi¬ 
dents who will receive the award 
from Phi Theta Kappa, which is 
the premier honor society recog¬ 
nizing the academic achievement 
of students at associate-degree 
granting colleges and helping 
them to grown as scholars and 
leaders.

6. in Orlando, Fla. 


‘Complete 2 Compete’ helps 
Mississippi adults finish degrees

Over the past year, the ‘Complete to 
Compete’ program has increased the 
number of adults finishing degrees at 
Mississippi’s public universities and 
community colleges. The initiative 
provides students with a $500 grant at 
the beginning of each semester to help 
cover tuition, supplies or other enroll¬ 
ment expenses. Students qualify if they 
are 21 or older, have been out of school 
for 24 months and have obtained some 
college credits without graduating. 

“The C2C is an initiative to get more 
people over the finish line with a col¬ 
lege degree,” said Emily Tucker, a re¬ 
cruiter and adviser at Itawamba 
Community College who oversees the 
school’s C2C program. On an individ¬ 
ual level, the college degree means 
more opportunities for career ad-

vancement. On a broader level, more 
people with college degrees is healthy 
for our state.” 

Funding for the C2C program is 
provided by general funds, the Missis¬ 
sippi Department of Human Services, 
the Mississippi Department of Em¬ 
ployment Security and the Kellogg 
Foundation. Eligible students can en- 


recru iter/adviser 

roll at any of the state’s eight public 
universities or 15 community colleges. 

For full-time students, tuition at 
ICC is $1,450 per semester. 

“Part of the mission of the commu¬ 
nity college system is to be more acces¬ 
sible in terms of location, but also in 
terms of opportunities for adults to 
continue education,” Tucker said. 


“C2C helps adults finish what they 
started. And we’re already seeing re¬ 
sults in the first year.” 

Universities and community col¬ 
leges began identifying and reaching 
out to potential C2C students at the 
start of the 2017-18 school year and 
started giving out grant money during 
the Spring 2018 semester. So far, the 
program has helped students obtain 
323 associate’s degrees and 163 bach¬ 
elor’s degrees. At ICC 17 associate de¬ 
grees have been awarded to C2C 
participants. 

For this Spring 2019 semester, 40 
ICC students are enrolled with the help 
of C2C. - Reprinted with permission of 
the Northeast Mississippi Daily Jour¬ 
nal.

Review lockdown

“The procedures are meant to be very simple be¬ 
cause at the point of a lockdown, the major concern 
is the safety of all of the individuals in the campus 
community,” said Dr. Brad Boggs, dean of students. 

Notifications will be communicated via ICC 
ALERT, email and the Emergency Information Web 
page. 

Upon notification of campus lockdown, everyone 
must react immediately.

ICC astronomy instructor Bob 
Swanson of Tupelo was among 
more than 30 participants from 
the NASA/IPAC Teacher Archive 
Research Program who attended 
the winter meeting of the Ameri¬ 
can Astronomical Society from 
Jan. 6-10 in Seattle, Wash. He is 
the first Mississippi educator to 
participate in NITARP. 

For more than a decade, NI¬ 
TARP has partnered small groups 
of educators with a research as¬ 
tronomer for original, year-long 
research projects. At the AAS 
meeting, the educators from the 
2018 class, along with some of 
their students, presented the re¬ 
sults of their work over the past 
year. 

As part of NITARP’s 2019 
class, Swanson will be teamed 
with three other educators from 
Iowa, Kansas and Massachusetts, 
as well as selected students, to 
work with astrophysicist Dr. Luisa 
Rebull of Caltech. They will pres¬ 
ent their research in detecting 
star-forming regions in the La¬ 
goon Nebula, using archived data 
from the Kepler Space Telescope, 
at the 2020 AAS winter meeting 
to be in Honolulu, Hawaii. 

“This NITARP opportunity al¬ 
lows me to directly involve a stu¬ 
dent, Jaydin Walthers of 


Pontotoc, with real astronomy re¬ 
search,” Swanson said. “Not only 
will it mak erne a more effective 
teacher for future students, but I 
hope it proves to be a catalyst in 
Jaydin’s pursuit of a career in as¬ 
trophysics.”

From NITARP’s early years 
through the 2019 class, a total of 
116 educators from 37 states have 
participated or will participate. 

Swanson’s background in¬ 
cludes Shannon High School, 
where he taught physics, physical 
science and earth science; profes¬ 
sional meteorologist - six years as 
a TV weatherman and four years 
as assistant weather editor of USA 
Today. He earned bachelor’s de-

grees in both physics and philos¬ 
ophy from The University of 
Scranton and a master’s degree in 
meteorology from Penn State 
University. In his spare time, 
Swanson writes and records chil¬ 
dren’s music about weather

science presentations to local 
schools, libraries and community 
groups. He and his wife, Mered¬ 
ith, are the parents of three sons, 
D.J., Nate and Henry. 

NITARP works with educators 
because, through them, NITARP 
reaches thousands of students per 
year with information about how 
science really works, what NASA 
does and the wealth of astronomy 
data that is freely available to the 
public. 

IPAC, based at Caltech in 
Pasadena, Calif., is leading this 
program. The teams use archival 
data from the Spitzer Space Tele¬ 
scope (part of the Spitzer Heritage 
Archive (SHA), the NASA/IPAC 
Extragalactic Database (NED), 
the NASA Exoplanet Archive, the 
NASA/IPAC Infrared Science 
Archive (IRSA), all of which are 
based at IPAC, and other NASA 
archive holdings. Funding is pro¬ 
vided by the MASA Astrophysics 
Data Program.

Phi Theta Kappa Honor Society 
has received a grant of more than 
$440,000 from the Woodward 
Hines Education Foundation to 
fund membership in PTK for 
more than 6,000 high-achieving 
but in-need students attending 
Mississippi’s two-year colleges. 

The grant will fund member¬ 
ship scholarships - called Golden 
Opportunity Scholarships - for 
6,600 students in Mississippi over 
three years, enabling them to join 
Phi Theta Kappa without having 
to pay the $60 international mem¬ 
bership fee. 

“In receiving this grant from 
the Woodward Hines Foundation, 
we can create more opportunities 
for students with financial con¬ 
straints in joining Phi Theta 
Kappa,” said Robin Lowe, contact 
advisor for Itawamba Community 
College’s Upsilon Sigma Chapter. 
“With the amount of transfer 
scholarships available to commu¬ 
nity college students who join Phi 
Theta Kappa, students can make 
their dreams of attending a uni¬ 
versity a reality.” ICC President 
Dr. Jay Allen agreed. “It is a great 
way to assist our students with fi¬ 


nancial challenges to be a part of 
an international community col¬ 
lege honorary society. This grant 
could make it possible for addi¬ 
tional students to further develop 
leadership and academic skills as 
well as make them eligible for 
transfer scholarships.” 

Research shows that PTK 
members in Mississippi are twice 
as likely to complete college and 
three times more likely to transfer 
to a four-year college or university 
when compared to other students 
in the state, even those with simi¬ 
lar grade point averages. But, the 
cost of membership is often a bar¬ 
rier for students with financial 
need. 

“We viewed this as an opportu¬ 
nity to increase access to an or¬ 
ganization that provides 
academic, social and financial 
support to an otherwise vulnera¬ 
ble population of students,” said 
Jim McHale,WHEF president and 
CEO. “Ultimately, the WHEF 
grant could provide a model for 
other organizations and states 
seeking to achieve high impact in 
the two-year environment.” 

This is not the first time WHEF 
has partnered with Phi Theta 


Kappa to put membership within 
reach for in-need students. In 
2016, WHEF awarded a $50,000 
grant to fund Golden Opportunity 
Scholarships for 750 high-achiev¬ 
ing but underserved college stu¬ 
dents throughout the state over 
two years. 

As of June 2018, the WHEF 
Golden Opportunity Scholarships 
had yielded a 97 percent student 
success rate. Twenty-eight percent 
of recipients had earned a college 
credential, and 69 percent were 
still enrolled at a two- or four-year 
institution. 

“Engagement with college fac¬ 
ulty, increased access to scholar¬ 
ships, personal and professional 
development and an environment 
with the expectation to complete 
college - all of this has been shown 
to increase completion rates, and 
all of it comes with membership in 
Phi Theta Kappa,” PTK President 
and CEO Dr. Lynn Tincher-Lad- 
ner said. “We are grateful to the 
Woodward Hines Education 
Foundation for ensuring there are 
no barriers to these opportunities 
for Mississippi students in need.”

ICC’s administration needs the as¬ 
sistance of all students in reviewing in¬ 
struction and supportive services. 

Students may provide their opin¬ 
ions through the spring semester’s 
Student Evaluation of Instruction, ac¬ 
cording to Diann Nichols, assessment 
coordinator in the office of Strategic 
Planning and Institutional Effective¬ 
ness. Each student will receive these 


surveys throughout the semester 
based on term dates. Students will re¬ 
ceive an email survey for each class 
(traditional and online) in which they 
are enrolled. SEIs will also populate 
inside each course in Canvas so that 
students may choose to take the SEI 
via the email invitation or Canvas link 
based on personal preference for each 
class, Nichols said. 

All student surveys remain anony¬ 


mous, and instructors do not receive 
the SEI results until after submitting 
final grades at the end of each semes¬ 
ter. ICC’s administration may review 
all comments made in the SEIs. 

Student services surveys for admis¬ 
sions, financial aid, student activities 
and student housing will be sent with 
a separate link for each survey to stu¬ 
dent email addresses and be available 
at staggered times through March and 


April. 

Because student opinions are very 
important to improving the services 
and instruction that ICC provides, the 
administration encourages each stu¬ 
dent to complete all surveys, Nichols 
said. 

Students will receive the student 
services surveys through their ICC 
email address.
